New (b ln t« ( Hill by the TaclHc Coast 
Delegation. 
WASHINGTON, December 14th.—The mem­ 
ber» of the 1’acitic Coast delegation held a 
meeting to-day for the purpose of agreeing 
upon a series of amendments to the Chinese 
restriction bill. There were present, .Senator 
Dolpb, of Oregon ; Representatives Sumner, 
Glasccck, Kosecrane, Budd, Heoiey and 
Tuliy, of California ; Cassidy, of Nevada ; 
George, of Oregon. The delegation was in 
secret session from 2 to 7 P. 
M. 
The amendments decided upon, which 
will be 
embodied 
in a bill to be 
introduced in the House by Henley on Mon­ 
day, provide for a passport system substan­ 
tially identical with that contained in the 
twenty-year bill. All Chinese will be re­ 
quired, before leaving or entering the United 
States, to provide themselves with certifi­ 
cates containing detailed descriptions of per­ 
sonal appearance, which must be exhib­ 
ited to the customs officer in ports of 
entry or departure. 
Special customs 
officers are to guard the frontier of 
British Columbia in order to prevent the 
unlawful immigration of Chine <e from 
that country. Every Constable, Justice of 
the Peace, Sheriff and Deputy Sheriff along 
the border have, however, the same author­ 
ity as a United States Marshal to make ar­ 
rests for violations of the restriction law. 
The application of “ merchant,” under 
which so many Chinese recently entered the 
United States, will be clearly defined, and 
applicable not to peddlers, hucksters, etc., 
hut only to persons actually engaged in 
business, as the word is popularly under­ 
stood. In view cf the recent decision of a 
Boston Judge, to the tffeit that the present 
law does not apply to Chinese British sub­ 
jects, it is prcpised to amend the law by 
providing that no native Chinese shall enter 
the United States, except under legal re­ 
strictions. 
A number of regulations of 
minor importance relating to the enforce­ 
ment of the proposed new provisions were 
also unanimously agreed upon, and the entire 
series of amendments go before the House 
as the work of the whole Pacific Coast 
Congressional delegati >n. 
ItluiMly Baltic at flic Tolls In New Orleans. 
New O rlea n s, December 14th.—The pri­ 
mary election of delegates to the Democratic 
State Nominating Convention was held 
throughout the city to-day. The contest in 
the Seventh Ward was close, and much ill 
feeling was shown, which culminated in a 
terrible tragedy at the polls on the corner of 
Monroe and St. Bernard streets. It appears 
that a man, name unknowr, cauie up to vote 
and was challenged. Captain Fostier and his 
brother tried to get the man from in front of 
the polls, hut the man was fiually knocked 
down, or fell down. A shot was then fired, 
which seemed to he a signal, as the firing im­ 
mediately became general. The greatest ex­ 
citement prevailed, the police being powerless 
against the combatants. When the shooting 
ceased, it was found that Captain Michael J. 
Fostier, a prominent Ogden man,wasmortally 
wounded, and was removed to his residence, 
where he expired in a few minutes. He 
leaves a wife and three children. Captain 
Fostier was well-known as the commander 
of the battery in the competitive drills at 
Nashville, Indianapolis, and other places. 
Gtts lleuami. Superintendent of Streets in 
the Seventh Ward under Commissioner Fitz­ 
patrick, was picked up in an unconscious con­ 
dition and taken to the Fifth Precinct sta­ 
tion, where he died in a little while. Four 
wounds were found on his body. He leaves 
one child. Edward Mason, a Deputy Con­ 
stable, received three balls in the leg, which 
severed an artery, and he survived but a 
short time. He leaves a wife and two chil­ 
dren. The following were wounded : Sheriff 
Robert Brewster, John Brewster, Gus Rear­ 
don, Mike Early, Peter Branuon, John 
Domonick, George Tirado, John Astredo, 
Charles Flaehs, Charles Fazio and David 
Kraskerman. 
Serious Blot Ref ween Kalians and Ne­ 
groes. 
N ewrckg (Pa.), December 14th.—A serious 
riot took place last night at the Blue Moun­ 
tain tunnel, near here, between Italian and 
negro laborers. During the night two of the 
latter broke into a shanty containing pro­ 
visions, and were discovered in the act. An 
alarm was given, and about one hundred 
Italians attacked the negroes with shotguns 
and pistols. The negroes, being unarmed, 
returned the assatilt with clubs and stones, 
but finally were forced to seek shelter after 
four of their number were wounded. One of 
these was fatally, and the other three quite 
seriously it jured, lint will probably recover, 
although their bodies are filled with shot. 
This morning the rioting was renewed, and 
the negroes were driven away. Everything 
is now quiet and no further trouble is appre­ 
hended. 
The Tramp Nuisance. 
N ew Y ork, December 14 th.—A Bridge­ 
port, < '-mu., special says : The State is over­ 
run with tramps, and the weekly newspapers 
are calling for vigorous enforcement of the 
law recently passed by the Legislature em­ 
powering Constables to arrest all pereons not 
able to give a proper account of themselves, 
making the penalty for vagrancy a term in 
the State Prison. In Birmingham yesterday 
a young man, looking the picture of misery, 
went to the Chief of Police and begged to be 
arrested under the tramp law. He said he 
could not find work and had had nothing to 
eat for two days. He was disappointed 
when told that he could ba committed for 
two months only. Another tramp demanded 
food at a house in Bridgeport, and because 
ouly bread and ham was furnished him, at­ 
tacked the house-owner with his knife, cut­ 
ting off his n .se. 
Tliealer Tlrkel Speculators. 
New Y ork, Decemlier 14th.—The Times is 
waging vigorous war on the theater managers 
aiding ticket speculators. It says: Harry 
Miner, who manages three theaters in this 
city and several traveling companies, admits 
all the Times has charged as to the managers 
being in with the ticket speculators. “ Of 
course we are in with them.

E llis (negro) was hanged to-day for the mur­ 
der of Mrs. W. Logan Oetob-r 19th. Ellis 
made the usual address to the three thou­ 
sand people at the execution. 
He wasconfi- 
dent that his sins were forgiven, and that he 
would go straight to heaven. He warned all 
to beware cf whi-ky. 
Willetts Davids, sentenced to be hanged 
to-day, has had his sentence commuted to 
ten years in the penitentiary. 
F obt S mith (Ark.), December 14th.—Leri 
James, the Choctaw Indian, convicted iaat 
N ovember of them urderof James Fulsom, 
was shot yesterday at Scnllyville Court­ 
house. Indian Territory, in accordance with 
the wishes of the Choctaw Chief. James eat 
upon a blanket. The Sheriff held one hand 
and a deputy the other. Another deputy 
took position five paces distant, with a Colt’s 
revolver, and deliberately aimed and shot 
him through the heart. H6 died in two 
minutes. James was educated and of good 
family. He leaves a wife and five small chil­ 
dren. 
V ick sbu rg, December 14th. — Pleasant 
Hall, a colored man, was hanged at Rolling 
Fork at 3 o’clock to-day. He murdered a 
negro womsn last November. He made the 
usual speech, saying he was ready to die, and 
was going straight to Jesus, etc. Several 
hundred persons were present, principally 
negroes. When the drop fell the culprit was 
not lifted off the platform, and death resulted 


F o rt D a v is (Tex.), December 14th.—Juan 
Duran, the Mexican who murdered a China­ 
man fifty miles south of Fort Davis last 
winter, was executed within the walls of the 
county jail at 1:25 this afternoon, in the pre­ 
sence of a guard of fifty Deputy Sheriffs. No 
one else was admitted. Duran took his doom 
coolly, apparently considering it more of a 
holiday spree than anything else. He made 
no confession. The indifference displayed 
was almost without precedent. Everything 
passed off quietly. 
Destruction tiy Fire 
N ew Y ork, December 14th.—At 7 o'clock 
tills evening a tire was discovered in the 
Standard Theater, Sixth avenue and Thirty- 
second street, one of the most popular up­ 
town places of amusement. Three alarms 
were sent out. 
Tne fire department re­ 
sponded promptly. The fire spread rapidly, 
and by the time the firemen got to work the 
flames burst through the roof, and the upper 
part cf the city was illuminated, attracting 
an immense throng. When the fire broke 
out there was no one in the theater but a few 
stage hands and two young actresses rehears­ 
ing parts w iih ^ prompter. They had no 
difficulty in e^jping. The alarm was first 
raised by the stage hands, who say they 
noticed smoke over the gas jet between the 
drop-curtaiu and the “ flies.” The alarm 
was sent from the stage by the prompter. At 
the same time a policemen outside the theater 
says he noticed smoke coming out of the 
windows, and sent out an alarm from the box 
on the street. 
He claims that he ran 
into the theater, and, according to his 
version, the fire was under the stage and no 
indication of tire above. The two stories 
cannot he reconciled, and the origin of the 
fire is still in doubt. As soon as the flames 
were discovered the fire extinguishers were 
called into requisitiou, but after a few mo­ 
ments were abandoned, and those who re­ 
mained within were obliged to flee for their 
lives, as the tire seemed working around to 
the exits, cutting off escape. The Homes 
spread with such astonishing rapidity that 
the whole structure was a total wreck within 
an huur. A pcrtiou of the rear wall, íd fall­ 
ing, crushed in the wail of the adj'icing 
dwelling-house. 108 Thirty.third street, caus­ 
ing a loss of $3,000 to the building and 31,200 
to the occupants. The theater building was 
valued at 350,000 ; ecenery aud stsge prop­ 
erties, 325,000—which are a total loss. It is 
said the property was insured for uearly its 
full value. The theater was leased under the 
management of Brooks & Dickso». A new 
comic opera, entitled “ Estrella,” was pro­ 
duced for the first time Tuesday night, at 
great expense. 
Tlie Egyptian Bags linesliun 
W a sh in g to n, December 14th.—Upon the 
recommendation of the Surgeon-General of 
the Marine Hospital the Secretary of the 
Treasury has requested the State Depart­ 
ment to instruct the United States Consul- 
General iu Egypt to direct his subordinates 
to inspect all rags for export to this country. 
It is proposed that they be boiled under 
pressure, or thoroughly fumigated with sul­ 
phurous acid gas before shipment, the Con­ 
sul or his Deputy to certify to Bnch disin­ 
fection. The importance of the matter is 
shown by the fact that there are now belong­ 
ing to one New York firm over six thou­ 
sand tons of rags stored in Alexandria 
awaiting shipment to the United States, 
either direct or by trans-shipment via Liver­ 
pool. 
Attempted Incendiarism . 
N ew Y ork, December 14th.—At half-past 
11 o’clock Wednesday night the watchman of 
the Casino Theater, Broadway and Thirty- 
ninth street, discovered a box filled with 
shavings, papers and rags, saturated with oil, 
in the unfinished proscenium in the upper 
tier. A lighted candle was burning in the 
center i f the box. The police arrested Ed­ 
ward Rough, the stage carpenter, who was 
discharged the day before for disobedience of 
orders. When confronted by Rudolf AaroB, 
son of the lessee of the theater, he confessed 
his guilt. His motive was revenge for being 
discharged. He made his preparations with 
great care. He lighted the candle just as 
the curtain was rung up for the last act. He 
supposed the candle would burn an hour be­ 
fore it reached the combustibles. The opera 
of “ The Beggar Student ' was being per­ 
formed at the Casino, which is said to he the 
handsomest theater in the country. An au­ 
dience of 1,500 people was present Wednes­ 
day night. The audience and members of 
the company had left the theater when the 
fire was discovered.

That Void Find. 
O tta w a, December 14th.—Advices have 
been received showing a large gold find in the 
Rocky Mountains, one mile north of Sod- 
more. The find is reported an immense bo­ 
nanza. The surface find is copper, assaying 
i'ltiO per ton, Under that is the gold. 
The Canada Pacific Trouble. 
W in n ipeg, December 14th.—Through the 
indomitable will of Superintendent Egan, the 
Canada Pacific has been enabled to overcome 
the effects of the strike, and wheels are be­ 
ginning to move regularly. Three express 
trains left this morning for the west, east and 
south, with the higher officials of the com­ 
pany at the lever. The inconvenience to the 
public has been comparatively insignificant, 
considering the firm and defiant stand of the 
engineers. The newspapers express a belief 
that the strikers have been frozen out, as the 
company expect about twenty men from the 
south. The schedale of wages published to­ 
day shows that 134 engineers earned an aver­ 
age of 3130 and over, while some made 3200 
a month. Egan says the workshop# will be 
reopened suon.

He picked up his father’s pistol. Beyond 
this < I'Donnell refused to talk on the subject.

little Sisters’ Flower Fete—A Song Recital 
Parfe Conservatory — The Park 
and Ccean Railroad—Etc. 


San F ra n c isc o , December 12, 1883. 
I was very much interested to hear the 
other day that Julian Rix had sent a score 
of pictures out here from New York to be 
sold. They were on private exhibition at 
the big parlor, or billiard-room, at the 
Grand Hotel. 
(“ Dining-room” is on the 
door, but that seems to be comparatively 
unnecessary.) Mounting guard over the 
paintings was young Frank Unger, easily 
described to Californians as the man who 
acted Admiral Joseph Porter in our tirst 
siege of " Pinafore,” to Emelie Melville’s 
J jsephine, half a dozen years ago. Some 
of the pictures were extremely pretty and 
a great advance in technique upon anything 
I have ever seen from Rix’s brush, save 
and except the “ Roofs in Chinatown,” ex­ 
hibited here at the Art Association roomp, 
about this time last year, the picture that 
took the prize at the Salmagundi Club ex­ 
hibition in New York city. Most of these 
on view at the 11 rand Hotel are done in 
black and white, not the usual very white 
moon in a very neutral tint sky lighting 
np a ghaBtly sail on an abysmal sea, but 
summer and winter landscapes, wandering 
rivers and one view on the water front, of 
a house propped on piles, with a stair-case 
rickety and slimy, leading down to the 
water. Clearly the study was made at 
low tide, and the water mark and ooze, 
the muddy bank and view through 
THE TOTTERING ROTTEN SUPPORTS, 
Suggested some nnpleasant rendezvous of 
Dickens’ riverside characters, and literally 
cried out for a scene to be written up to it. 
Another, just as good in handling and more 
pleasant in suggestion, was done in colors. 
A cottage, bIho on the water front, and 
lighted up from within, a schooner, moored 
beside a pier, a green light bound to the 
mast, and long tremulous lines of light 
upon the shallow water under the keel. In 
the sky a red moon half swallowed up in 
fog. This moon is a mania with the artist 
for the moment, as birch trees and lurid 
sunsets on Bnow were formerly. The dec­ 
orative screen has laid its fell fascination 
upon him, and the red and yellow moon, 
fall or crescent, appears continually, crad­ 
ling, framing and surmounting things like 
the Turkish star and crescent sign on the 
Hamman baths turned decorative. My 
interest in Rix dates back several years. 
He was the iirst artist I ever saw, “ near 
to,” as children say. Everyone who has 
been carefully kept out of so-called Bohe­ 
mia by anxious relatives, usually feels in­ 
tense curiosity about its inhabitants, curi­ 
osity fostered by such novels as “ Penden- 
nis” and “ Vanity Fair,” and the graceful 
allusions to their “ salad days” in certain 
poems of Aldrich and Edmund Stedman, 
and the knights of the brush generally pre­ 
sent themselves to the youthful imagina­ 
tion aB the most interesting of the artistic 
brotherhood. 
SKETCH OF THE ARTIST. 
Back in 1877 there was given what was 
called an artists' ball at the Art Associa­ 
tion rooms, intended to be “ the first, as 
’twere, of a long line of such,” to start a 
fund for the amelioration of art in the city. 
The tickets were expensive, the reception 
committee swell and everything auspici­ 
ous. When I krew it was possible for me 
to go my happiness was boundless, and, on 
arriving, when the chief of the reeeption 
committee—the loveliest woman I ever 
hope to meet, by the way—asked me, 
“ Now whom do you wish to meet ?” I 
could just gasp out, “ All the artists that 
are here.” Rix came first, tall and blonde, 
with long English side whiskers, aud a 
funny drawl in Bpeaking, anything but 
English, yet a thoroughly satisfactory 
specimen of his fraternity. He dared to 
speak of the coming supper as hash, and 
showed himself a recklessly untrammelled 
and independent person. Envy mingled 
with my admiration. Later 1 heard how 
he had been true to his art under difficul­ 
ties. His father, Judge Rix, did not ap­ 
prove cf his son's choice of painting for a 
calling, and, to cure him of his fancy, put 
him into the shop of a house and sign 
painter, where he might “ get all the paint 
he wanted," as the stern sire expressed 
himself.

LITTLE SISTERS’ FLOWER FETE 
Took place at the Pavilion last Wednesday 
evening. The Little Sisters’ Infant Shel­ 
ter is one of the prettiest charities in the 
city.

WILL 
NO LONGER 
DFFEND 
LIQUOR* 
SELLERS. 
Recently Samuel F. Jones, the promi­ 
nent criminal lawyer, announced in the 
Police Court that hereafter he will not ap­ 
pear as counsel in the criminal courts of 
men accused of violating the liquor laws. 
A reporter called upon Mr. Jones and 
asked him the reasons for his actioD. Mr. 
Jones in reply said: “ It is doubtful 
whether there has been in this State a 
more general and decided feeling that 
something must be done to stay the rav­ 
ages of intemperance than exists to*day. 
It is by no means confined to what are 
known as temperance people or temperance 
organizations. Oar business men of every 
class know that they aro taxed to care and 
provide for au army of the poor and un­ 
fortunate, to say nothing of the criminal 
classes, brought to that condition by drink. 
The prisons, insane asylums, poor-houses, 
and numberless charitable institutions all 
about us furnish abundant proof. And all 
this misery is tolerated in order that a few 
may make a little money. There is no 
disguising the fact that commodities, un­ 
healthy and poisonous, are sold right here 
in Hartford under the guise and name of 
spirituous liquors. The good Samaritans, 
recognizing the fact that legislation in the 
present condition of political parties, can 
not or does not furnish the relief desired 
or the reform demanded, are making vigor­ 
ous efforts in thia and the adjoining States 
to create a public sentiment against liquor 
drinking. They are reinforced by a class 
of men whose efforts must, and will, be 
productive of great good. Indeed, some 
of our beat criminal lawyers say publicly 
that they will no longer appear in Court as 
defenders or apologists for men prosecuted 
for a violation of the law relative to the 
sale of liquors. For myself, I have become 
personally disgusted with the whole liquor 
traffic, and, although not a professional 
temperance man, I shall hereafter have 
nothing to do with the defense of men 
accused of violating the liquor law.”—

How singularly fortunate are the children 
of this generation. 
How richly has the 
literary genius of the age blessed them. The 
best there is in scholarship, the highest forms 
of pictorial art, the loftiest attainments of the 
typographic art, the best that is knowB to 
the bookbinder of the period, the rarest skill 
of the publisher, the utmost possibilities of 
the colorist, the research of the historian and 
the fancy of the writer of fiction ; the ex­ 
perience of the traveler and explorer, and the 
wisdom of the scientist, all contribute of 
their richest and best store, for the delecta­ 
tion, information and betterment of the chil­ 
dren of this year. Take the books we have 
entitled above, and note how rich a feast is 
spread at this advent of the holiday season, 
for the young people of America. Here is 
variety for all tastes—something to amuse, 
instruct, inform and elevate. Something for 
the curious, the imaginative and the staid. 
Rich illustrations for the picture lover, beau­ 
tiful type to rest the eye, rare Bkill in ad­ 
d reesing the forming mind, the highest art in 
awakening the interest of the American boy 
and girl in historic research, and inquiry into 
the ways and manners of strange people, 
Doble examples of well-spent lives, models of 
propriety, and so on to the end of a never 
ending chapter of good things. And these 
are not a tenth part of the fine books of the 
season for our little people. 
Harper’s delightlul weekly for boys and 
girls, when bound tor the year, makes up a 
huge volume that will g>ace any library for 
juveniles. It is as handsome a volume as any 
one may wish to see. The purity of the 
pages is proverbial. There is no taint in all 
these numbers—nothing but the best thought, 
the richest treasures of advice, and the most 
compact and attractive information. It is, 
in short, a weekly mentor and friend, a play­ 
fellow and a companion, which has had prob­ 
ably a broader welcome among the children 
cf the land than any weekly yet devoted to 
their interests. As a holiday book it presents 
a variety which is only known to the weekly 
press and which is not possible in a single 
volume prepared at one time for a special 
purpose. 
“ St. Nicholas ” is too well known to need 
much reference. It stands deservedly in the 
front rank of juvenile publications. It ad­ 
dresses itself perhaps to a little older class 
thaD the work jnat mentioned. Its two vol­ 
umes, or parts, represent a year’s work by 
Borne of the best literary skill of the age. 
For, it must be admitted, to write success­ 
fully for youth there is demanded quite as 
high a degree of scholarship and literary ac­ 
complishment as for the elders of the world. 
The Century Company command for “ St. 
Nicholas ” a corps of writers whose names 
stand very prominently amoDg the people of 
letters, and who are not surpassed in the rare 
gift of interesting and guiding aright the 
youthful reader. In the way of illustration 
we can scarcely comprehend how the pub­ 
lishers of the journal can bestow so much 
care sb they do, and make the work remuner­ 
ative. It is no longer deemed safe to present 
to the boys and girls of the land ordinary 
wood cuts. Their tastes have been lifted out 
of the commonplace. They have been by 
such publications cultured in art matters, 
and only the best skill of the designer and 
the finest touches of the graver will answer 
in the marvelous competition America has 
opened up for juvenile patrons. There is no 
adult, however highly cultivated hia art 
taBtes, who may not be profitably employed 
for a season in critically examining the 
wealth of art work which such as “ St. 
Nicholas” present to the young judges of 
the day. 
Mr, KUis, in “ Ned in the Block House,” 
has lost nothing cf hia skill as a writer of 
fiction of a pure character for youth. He is 
original, pure in tone, chaste in expression, 
and his diction forms a good model for boys 
and girls. His characters have the virtue of 
beicg natural sketches, which the young 
reader will recognize in his own acquaint- 
ship, while his fancy is never found to exceed 
the bounds of probability. Such fiction can­ 
not improperly stimulate. We would not 
advise that for the young boy the stories of 
Indian and frontier life should be too freely 
selected ; but a fair degree of reading of our 
border annals will, when well chosen, sup­ 
plant and exclude the miserable, cheap, 
harmful, trashy and worthless stories of the 
dime novel class, against which let us beseech 
heaven and the law to defend the youth of 
the day. 
“ The Three Vassar Girls in England” is 
another of a well-known and justly popular 
series, concerning which there is no occasion 
for extended mention. The travels of the 
girls in historic regions in England will be 
found not to fall below any of the preceding 
volumes in interest. 
Much the same we are prepared to say of 
the new volume of the “ Knockabout Club ” 
series, by the author of the "Young Moose 
Hunters.” 
In the "Life of Lincoln ” we come to a 
book of very different character, and one 
that will be a benefit to whomsoever shall 
take it up. Horatio Alger, Jr., appears at 
his best m works of this character. The 
volume belongs to the Boyhood and Manhood 
Series, which the writer has made a specialty. 
There have been very many lives of Liucoln 
written for boys, and among them the pres­ 
ent volume will cccupy a prominent placo. 
The historical statements in the book are 
fortified by references to Raymond’s history 
of the Lincoln Administration, Carpenter's 
" Six Months in the White House," Bartlett’s 
"Life of Lincoln,” and similar works. 
Mr. Alger also contributes to the holiday 
season a story concerning a young circus 
rider. It goes far toward satisfying the 
youthful curiosity concerning the wandering 
showman of the sawdust ring. It does more, 
it siripa off much of the showy garb of the 
circus, and tends to disabuse tbe youthful 
mind of the allurements of tented and be­ 
spangled life. It is an inside view, and as 
such has some considerable value in re­ 
pressing susceptible imaginations, that else 
might be led to suppose the ring, with its 
false smiles and momentary splendor, to be 
real and desirable. 
The “ Young Folks’ History,” by Rosalie 
K mfman, i» the first of three volnmes on the 
“ Queens of England.” We have given the 
work more than usual attention, an 1 can 
speak of it with commendation. The author, 
up to the time of Q .ees Anne, has baeíd her 
work upon Agues turicklanu's “ Queens of 
England." From that date forward, how­ 
ever, she has consulted many other authori­ 
ties, and we think will satisfy the student of 
history that she has so closely adhered to the 
best standards that the book may be commit­ 
ted to the youthful reader with the assurance 
that the miad will not be led into wrong 
channels. It has been gravely questioned 
whether this class of books is of real value 
to young readers. There is certainly danger 
of making superficial readers by too many 
and too indiscriminate presentation of “ con­ 
densed ” works. But let us remember that 
to a world of readers full historical stil ly is 
simply out of the question. True, tb* libra­ 
ries of the day are open to the most limited 
means ; but eveD with the book advantages 
of the period it is certain that historical 
study iu detiil and by thorough reading is 
not engaged in as it should be, nor was it any 
more popular before the era of condensed his­ 
tories. So far as rather close observation 
has disclosed to us, we incline to the belief 
that these abbreviated histories have served, 
in the long mu, as appetizers. And if we 
are to admit for argument’s sake that in 
many cases they cultivate superficiality, we 
must aiso admit that that is better than 
total ignorance, and very much to bs 
preferred to tbe vicious literature that 
floods tbe country, and is presented to tbe 
youth of the day by the moat persuasiva 
arts. 
An old librarian, whose experience 
givts him authority to speak, testifies in warm 
terras to the “ sectional histories." as he 
terms them—the condensed works—prepared 
for the young people especially. He holds 
that they displace undesirable literature, and 
in more instances than the literary critics 
are giving credit for, invite to thorough read­ 
ing. But in the case in hand, biographies 
are proper subjects for treatment separately, 


and it becomes a question then only between 
an essay and a complete volume. These lives 
are but concise historical essays, and, as such, 
are inviting in a way the full biography can­ 
not be for the youthful reader. The volume 
is Dot, however, for the mere juvenile, but 
for those who are snffieiently advanced to di­ 
gest tbe soberer facte of history without 
weariness. 
Politics aie only introduced 
when requisite for the comprehension of the 
character treated and the events dependent 
upon them. 
There is no surplusage of 
words ; the diction is good. Dot at all florid, 
neither is it dull. It is simple, clear, concise, 
and the narrative style is admirably main­ 
tained. 
Our W o rd s .—Kind words are like the 
oil and tbe wine of the good Samaritan ; 
unkind words are to the soul as nitric acid 
to iron. Most unkind words affect at least 
two souls ; the one uttering them and the 
one hearing them. With the former rests 
their most withering and dwarfing effect. 
A thousand times better to be the one for 
whom harsh words were intended than the 
one uttering them. He who can restrain 
his anger and control bis tongue under 
severe provocation is a hero. You may 
tame the wild beast, or check the very 
wildest conflagration in the Americau for­ 
ests, but you can never arrest the progress 
of that cruel word which you uttered this 
morning.

F ar aw ay to th e n o rth of us stretch es a 
land w hite w ith snow during th e m ost of 
th e year, w here bleak w inds in u n o b stru ct­ 
ed fu ry sw eep over 
d eserted w astes ; 
w here n ig h t hangs like a som ber cloud for 
m onths unbroken, and w here those cry s­ 
ta l m ountains 
called icebergs are born. 
T here is th e hom e of th e polar hare. T here, 
w here m an aim lessly w anders in a vain 
search for food or shelter, th is d ain ty crea­ 
tu re thrives. 
S trangely enough, how ever,

P erhaps th e sad Btory of th e heroic su f­ 
fering and final loss of C aptain Da L ong 
and his brave com rades m ight never have 
had to be told, had it n o t been for th eir 
probable ignorance of a m atter of no m ore 
im portance th an this of how to shoot polar 
hares. 
\ \ hen th ey left th e ir ship, the 
Je an n ette, th ey took w ith them only rifles, 
thinking, no doubt, th a t th ey w ould fall 
in w ith only such large gam e as bears, rein ­ 
deer and wolves.

A RTCNT IMPORTANT DECISION AS TO 
ENFORCEMENT OF SANITARY 
REGU­ 
LATIONS. 
______ 


An im portant Court decision appears in 
our columns to-day. 
As 
it relates to 
th e enforcement of m unicipal sanitary reg­ 
ulations, it is of interest to all cities ; as 
the points passed upon have never been 
presented to the Supreme Court of Cali­ 
fornia, it becomes of interest to the entire 
bar. 
The Court at length states the law 
under which sanitary regulations m ust be 
carried out in cases in which doubt has 
heretofore prevailed as to 
the 
proper 
procedure. 
The same C ourt recently ren­ 
dered a decision in another sanitary case— 
th a t of T ate—which should be first clear 
in the reader’s mind. 
In the “ Tate ” case the Court found th at 
th e landlord had leased for one year, with 
the privilege of renewal for a new term ; 
th at the lease did not provide for entry by 
th e landlord to make repairs ; th at when 
th e lease was made the nuisance did not 
exist, nor did it exist at the tim e of re­ 
newal. 
U nder these facts the landlord 
was 
arrested 
under 
a 
city 
ordinance 
for 
perm itting 
a 
nuisance, 
offensive 
and dangerous to 
public health. 
The 
C ju rt held th at as the facts showed the 
nuisance was not of the landlord s creation, 
nor by his permission, he could not be 
crim inally held. 
By some it was thought 
th at this practically defeated the enforce­ 
m ent of sanitary regulations, for in the 
case of Cninese tenants it is almost im pos­ 
sible to identify them , bu t it m ust be re­ 
membered th at the landlord cm at any­ 
tim e be compelled to disclose the name and 
fix the identity of his tenant. 
In the present case th e entire law is 
stated under which m unicipal ordinances 
against nuisanceB can be enforced. 
The 
defendant, C, was arrested for m aintaining 
noxious cesspools on a lot occupied by Chi­ 
nese tenants. 
Defendant exercised control 
over the premises as an agent for M, but 
w ithout authority to repair or expend 
money, except as directed. 
The cesspools 
líeosme noxious by the neglect of the ten­ 
ants. 
The Court below refused to instruct 
the jury th at if C was only an agent for 
V 
to collect rents, he was entitled to a 
verdict. 
This, it is held, was an error, for 
th e evidence showed th a t the premises be­ 
longed to M, were in possession of his 
tenants, aud th at C was an agent with 
lim ited powers ; hence he cannot be held 
for omission to do th a t which he had no 
authority to do. 
This disposes of the case, but the Court, 
in view of the importance of the whole 
subject of sanitary regulation, goes further 
to set forth its view of the law as to the 
liability of landlords and agents for nui­ 
sances com m itted on premises in possession 
of their tenants. 
In brief, the Court 
holds : 
W hen agents have full discretionary 
powers they are liable to the same extent 
as the landlords. 
W hat then is the law as 
to the landlord 
If he lets premises free 
from a nuisance, and by the act of the ten­ 
ant the premises become a nuisance, it be­ 
ing at the option of the tenant so to use 
them as to create the nuisance, or not, the 
landlord is not responsible. 
The landlord, 
after leasing, cannot enter to abate a nui­ 
sance caused by the tenant any more than 
a stranger can enter. 
But suppose the nuisance exists when the 
premises were let, or th at the very use for 
which let would constitute a nuisance, and 
the tenant so uses the premises and m ain­ 
tains the nuisance? 
Then, says the Court, 
both tenant and landlord are liable. 
B at suppose the tenant creates a nuisance 
during the term of rental, for which the 
landlord is not liable, and the landlord 
w ith the knowledge of the nuisance renews 
(he lease, or grants a new lease to a new 
ie r s jt, the nuisance being still unabated, 
Ü he liable ." 
The C ju rt responds in the 


affirmative. 
From the reasoning of the 
Court is deduced the rule th a t rentals 
by the m onth are renewals m onthly, and 
hence in the vast m ajority of cases the 
landlord can be held. 
The tenant in possession of premises, 
finally says the Court, is always liable for 
a nuisance thereon. To hold the landlord it 
m ust be shown th at the premises were foul 
when he let them , or th at he renewed the 
lease while they were foul, or th a t he 
created the nuisance himself, or th at he 
retained the general control over the pre­ 
mises. 
The right to enter to make repairs 
is the criterion by which the liability of the 
landlord is to be determined. 
These rules seem to be so fortified by 
authorities th at they may be taken for 
guidance by health officials. And now that 
the Superior Court h aB cleared the way of 
the supposed legal obstacles which clogged 
recent eanitary reform, let the offi rials re­ 
open the campaign, and clear the way for 
action th a t shall check, if it does not stay, 
the march of the yellow fever in case it 
appears in California. 


THE “ MATERIALIZATION ” DEBATE. 


The gentleman who, it has been charged, 
was deceived in m aterializing seances held 
by Elsie Crindle-ReynoldB at San Fran­ 
cisco, responds to the letter of Junius by 
reiteration of his belief th at he was not im ­ 
posed upon. 
I t will be apparent by the 
reading th at the chief basis for this adher­ 
ence is the evidence of his own senses and 
of those accompanying him, and his pro­ 
found conviction th at deceit was impossi­ 
ble. 
This is a dogmatic mode of reason­ 
ing th at simply closes the door to investi­ 
gation. 
If his testim ony th at deceit was 
impossible, based on his own estim ate of 
the sufficiency of evidence, and as to what 
is evidence, is to be the last reeort, then 
exposure is impossible. 
I t will not do to 
charge a witness w ith falsity, it muBt be 
proven. 
Y et our friend perm its himself, 
we subm it, to beg the question in this false 
syllogism. “ A witness, it is said, will con­ 
fess th at she did deceive. 
B ut one who 
would so deceive is unw orthy of belief, 
therefote the confession goes for nothing, 
and the testim ony is unw orthy to be be­ 
lieved.” Obviously this is false reasoning. 
It will not stand the test of the rules of 
evidence settled under the law. 
A con­ 
fession will be received for w hat it is 
worth, and m ust be reckoned verity if sub­ 
stantiated in the m ouths of other witnesses 
or by physical facts. 
In this case, suppose 
it is shown, as is testified to by several 
witnesses, th at the medium did deceive 
many 
people 
at 
m any 
different 
times ; 
suppose 
several 
of 
those 
employed by the medium so testify ; sup­ 
pose the proof is th at the medium con­ 
fessed in several cases to practices of de­ 
ceit, will any one Bay th at in any one of 
the single cases a witness confessing is to 
be ignored because in th at particular case, 
of necessity, there could not be other w it­ 
nesses ? 
The fact of the several deceits, 
and the several false personations reason­ 
ably substantiate the confession and testi­ 
mony in each case, and at least puts the 
burden of im peachm ent by preponderating 
testim ony on the other side. 
B ut there is 
this m ach of admission to be granted, and 
th at is the claim th a t positive judgm ent 
should not be pronounced until the w it­ 
nesses are brought face to face with the 
accused. 
But suppose this shall never be 
done, it remains th at one asserts he was 
not deceived ; th at others assert he was 
deceived, and name the parties who aided 
in the deception. The result is Buch a state 
of doubt th at, in view of the fact th at the 
w hat we term the supernatural is the im ­ 
probable, and not in accord w ith known 
natural laws, the general opinion will be in 
favor of the theory of imposition by the 
so-called m edium , and not in favor of the 
improbable. 
And this, in the absence of 
stronger proof to the contrary than has yet 
been adduced, m ust be the judgm ent of 


THE JUDGMENT OF A LETTER WRITER. 


The correspondent of the New York 
Evenili'j Post who w rites from San Fran­ 
cisco to th at journal says : “ The indus­ 
tries of California are already beginning to 
suffer from tbe self-destructive legislation 
which expelled one class of laborers who 
have no votes, to placate another whose 
votes were of im portance to the politi­ 
cians.” 
Unquestionably there has been, 
in the agitation of the Chinese question 
in California, a great deal of demagogy on 
the part of politically am bitious individu­ 
als. 
B at there never was a popular or 
necessary and useful agitation yet which 
the demagogue did not m ount and attem pt 
to ride as a hobby for his own selfish ends, 
This, however, has nothing w hatever to do 
w ith the m erits of the question. 
W e are 
not to judge of measures at all tim es by 
the men who advance them or advocate 
their adoption. 
The people of California 
will themselves be courageous enough to 
speak out when the exclusion of the Chi­ 
nese works them harm. 
Tne correspond­ 
ent is altogether too hasty in his conclu­ 
sions. 
N either is he reliable in his state­ 
m ent of alleged fact. 
In the first place, 
the Chinese were not excluded because 
they have no votes ; they were not ex­ 
cluded to placate a class whose votes are 
of importance to politicians. 
T hat a polit­ 
ically subservient class may or does play 
into tbe hands of political demagogues has 
nothing in the world to do w ith the Chi­ 
nese question. 
The people of California 
almost unanimously demanded the exclu­ 
sion of Chinese because of 
the convic­ 
tion 
th at 
their continued immigration 
was gravely injurious to all classes of soci­ 
ety. 
They were convinced th at the con­ 
tinued and unrestricted imm igration of 
Chinese laborers m eant the exclusion of 
homes from the State, and the expulsion of 
the citizen class which alone can m ake a 
State strong and prosperous. They werecon- 
viucedthat the free importation of Chinese 
would work the exclusion of about all the 
elements of society th at contribute to the 
permanence and development of the indus­ 
tries of the country, and would supplant 
them by a servile laboring class th at build 
no homes, do not assimilate with onr peo­ 
ple or institutions, do not contribute to the 
forces th at build a community, or advance 
a people in civilization ; but it is useless to 
travel over this well-worn ground. 
W e as­ 
sert th at the peopleof California w eretincere 
in their judgm ent, and havo no desire to 
w ithdraw it. 
No sensible person expected 
other result than that the exclusion of Chi­ 
nese would have a tem porary depressing 
effect upon a few industries which depended 
most largely upon Cninese labor. 
But 
there are no evidences th at this effect is to 
be continuing, or th at it is of much im ­ 


portance. 
On the 
contrary, the very 
fact th at the remaining Chinese have ad­ 
vanced the price of labor wages is in itself 
beneficial, and removes the demoralizing 
competition of coolie cheap labor ju st th at 
much farther away. 
The evidences are 
th at the desirable elem ent is now taking the 
place of Chinese labor—not so rapidly as 
we conld wish, of course, but more rapidly 
and generously than had been expected. 
Im m igration has received a new impetus, 
and is coming in to us w ith more rapidity, 
and is of a better character than has m arked 
the income of population for many years. 
It is entirely legitim ate to ascribe this in 
part 
to 
the 
spirit 
this 
people 
has 
shown in 
antagonism 
to 
the demor­ 
alizing labor competition of the coolie. 
California 
instead 
of 
feeling 
any 
of 
the influences of 
a 
“ self-destructive" 
policy—so far as Chinese restricted im m i­ 
gration is concerned—is to-day m aking 
broader strides in development, advancing 
in all industrial directions with more cer­ 
tain Bteps, and is adding to her desirable 
population more rapidly and satisfactorily 
than at any time w ithin the last decade. But 
we are not so radical as to attribute the in­ 
coming of the new immigration to one 
cause alone. 
There are other factors quite 
as im portant, and not the least of these are 
the labors of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company in establishing agencies of in­ 
formation abroad, and in educating the 
people of other Slates and countries as to 
the resources and capabilities of this State 
and the coast. 
So, too, very much has 
been done by the Im m igration Association, 
and very much more by the sensible re­ 
solve of the people to cease boasting about 
natural curiosities, and 
cease 
inviting 
strangers to the State under exaggerated 
ideas of the opportunities th at offer here 
for the sudden amassing of fortunes. There 
is no evidence w hatever worth considera­ 
tion th at the Restriction A ct has worked 
any serious injury to California, and as 
against the judgm ent of the correspondent 
quoted we can safely call to the witness- 
stand the people of California, who are 
entitled to be fairly represented even by 
those self-sufficient gentlem en—the Cal­ 
ifornia letter-w riters for Exstern journals. 


AN ENGLISH CRITIC ON AN AME E l CAN 
IDOL. 


Mr. M athew Arnold has had the cour­ 
age to strike a blow at one of our liter­ 
ary idols. 
I t has been reserved for him 
to say th at Emerson was neither a great 
poet—in th at he lacked directness, force 
and unity in his work—nor yet a great 
man of letters, because his style has not 
the requisite “ wholeness of good tissue.” 
H e admits th at Emerson has passages of 
noble and 
pathetic 
eloqnence 
and 
of 
shrew d and felicitous wit, and crisp epi­ 
grams and exquisitely-touched observa­ 
tions of nature, but he is not to be classed 
w ith the great w riters w ith a genius and 
instinct for style, whose prose is, by a 
kind of native necessity, true and sound. 
But, he added, th a t while Emerson is a 
propounder of philosophy, he cannot be 
called a great philosophical writer. This, 
because he cannot build, his arrangement 
of philosophical ideas has no progress in 
it, no evolution, and does not construct a 
philosophy. 
Then he proceeded to speak 
of Emerson 
at his true 
estim ate, aud 
while he found him to be neither a great 
poet, a great philosopher, nor 
a great 
writer, 
he 
declared 
th at 
he 
is 
like 
M arcus 
Aurelius, 
who, 
while 
not a great philosophy-maker, was the 
friend and aider of 
those who would 
live in the spirit. 
Emerson’s secret was in 
his tem per—his serene, beautiful tem per. 
As W ordsw orth’s poetry, in his opinion, 
is the most im portant work done in verse 
in our language daring the century, so Em ­ 
erson’s essays are the most im portant 
works done in prose. 
His work is much 
more im portant, ho said, than th at of C ar­ 
lyle, and he added : “ Happiness in labor, 
righteousness and veracity—in the life of 
the sp irit; happiness and eternal hope— 
th a t was Emerson’s gospel. 
But you have 
two men who, in w hat they have w ritten, 
show this nanguineness in a case where 
courage and hope are just, where they are 
also infinitely im portant, but where they 
are not easy. 
The two men are Franklin 
and Em erson.” 
W e cannot b u t think Mr. 
A rnold has made a m istake in this assault. 
I t is courageous, and all that, but it is not 
justifiable. 
No one has desired to exalt 
Emerson above all other w riters, nor yet 
to class him as the greatest literary genius- 
Mr. Arnold assumed positions to destroy 
them . 
We cannot for the life of us recon­ 
cile Mr. Arnold’s statem ent th at while 
Emerson is not a great w riter, bis service 
to the century has been greater than that 
of Carlyle. 
Is the great w riter only the 
man of loftiest style after all, instead of 
the man of greatest a cc o m p lish m en tA re 
we not to judge 
w riters, 
when 
we 
would 
classify 
them , 
by 
the 
ser­ 
vice they render their fellow-men ? 
If it 
is true, as Mr. Arnold says, th a t Em erson’s 
essays are the greatest works in prose of 
the centui j , u iiy should he dispute those 
who would class him among great w riters 
We submit, th at to estim ate greatness in 
literary art by style alone is not the proper 
standard of criticism. 
W e are unable to 
draw the distinction Mr. Arnold insists 
upon when he assails Emerson's philosophic 
essays as lacking force and wholeness, and 
immediately adds th at Emerson is the 
aider of those “ who would live in the 
spirit.” 
Mr. Arnold tells us—and we 
subm it th at the telling discloses its own 
contradiction—th at “ Em erson’s ineigbt is 
admirable, " and “ his tru th is precious.” 
He is the teacher of happiness in labor and 
eternal hope, but despite this he says, 
“ his observation has not the disinterested 
qualities of such m asters as Montaigne, La 
Bruyere and Addison.” 
Then he adds, 
“ Emerson’s observation is th at of a m a n 
system atically benevolent as H aw thorne’s” 
—and here is interjected a criticism th at 
will not be taken kindly, nor should it be 
“ as H aw thorne's observation in ‘ Our 
Old H om e’ is the work of a man cha­ 
grined.” 
Mr. Arnold says th at not with 
the M iltons and l ’latos and Spinezis can 
we compare Emerson : but we may ask 
what American critic has undertaken such 
comparisons? 
Is not Mr. 
Arnold again 
building men of straw ? 
I t is ju st possible 
th at Mr. A rnold’s critical spirit has shut 
him out from true sym pathy w ith Emer- 


tional issue ; there is no room for one. The 
Republican party never yet boasted of a 
“ solid” section. 
The Examiner holds to 
its statem ent because the press has com­ 
m ented upon alleged outrages in the South. 
Do these things constitnte an issue because 
of their denial or affirmation ? 
W hat 
weight is to be attached to campaign argu­ 
m ent th at has so fragile a basis ? The Sooth 
is its “ own most enem y.” 
If immigra­ 
tion, flowing so freely to it, is checked, as 
the Exam iner prophesies, whose fault will 
it be? 
Republicans do not shoot negroes ; 
Republicans do not hold mass meetings 
and warn negro Republicans to cease exer­ 
cising the privileges of citizenship : Repub­ 
licans did not try and convict the K uklux 
K lan of Georgia. 
The South permits 
political outrages more or less serious, aud 
because the N orthern press expresses its 
abhorrence, forthw ith the howl is raised, 
“ sectionalism ,” and the business influence 
of the country is invoked against R epub­ 
licanism. 
It is tim e all such silly style of 
argum ent should be abandoned. 
The Re 
publican party is a national party, knowing 
no N orth and no South, but one undivided 
country, and demanding equal rights for 
every section. 
“ Sectionalism ” indeed! 
T hat old Democratic war-whoop has lost 
its power to terrorize or make ashamed.

W h a t S h a l l W k D o w ith Oca D a c s b t i r s ? S c p i r - 
PLCOCS WoMRS, AND DTURR LRCTCKES.

Mrs. Livermore is no superficial thinker. 
She is a woman of vigor of thongbt and ex­ 
pression. 
She has had wide experience in 
social studies, and to the woman question has 
during many years given much attention. 
The title of the book indicates its character. 
We do not agree with the lady in all she has 
to say, but approve her general criticism». 
We may not enter upon any argument with 
her here, and now, 
VVe shall content our­ 
selves with calling attention to her book and 
the trend of her thought, since the substance 
of the volume has been before the public for 
many years, and as most of the papers have 
been delivered by her from the rostrum from 
Maine to California. 
They treat of the 
changed conditions of woman's life ; of physi­ 
cal education; of the need of practical train­ 
ing ; of industrial and technical training : of 
moral and religious training, and the causes 
of celibacy, superfluous women, etc. 
In 
brief, we may say that she holds 
that 
woman’s cause is m ans cause, and every 
man’s cause 
is every woman's 
cause ; 
that whosoever educates a woman educates 
a race ; that common sense is the best rule to 
apply in the physical training of women, 
which is so neglected as to threaten the seri­ 
ous decline of our women as a class; that 
health is a means to an end—an investment 
for the future, one that should be made by 
every parent for every daughter to the fullest 
extent of physical possibility. 
As to the 
much debated higher education question, she 
holds strongly in favor of co-education of the 
sexes, and that it is, when wisely mauaged, 
indispensable to the training of noble w omen 
and men. 
She would have girls taught con­ 
cerning the great questions that engage the 
attention of the Government, and informed 
fully on the social and educational move­ 
ments of the day. 
In short, she would have 
all burden-bearers share all privileges. 
VVe 
will not proceed further, as the«e notes will 
indicate the direction of the arguments the ac­ 
complished lady maintains throughout, save 
to say th at her idea of “ woman's rights ’ 
tecognizcs man as the head, and woman as 
the h e art; man as wisdom, woman as love ; 
the qualities of each supplementing each in 
the o th e r; that without equality between 
them, there can be no full development of 
either; without perfect partnership of their 
humanity, there can be no completeness of 
life in either.

I t may be eupposed that 
they had left very little for later biographers 
to say concerning her. But such lives as hers 
are exhauatless texts. The present biographer 
has found material in plenty upon which to 
dwell, and that the woman’s life she considers 
was so full of suggestion that it may not all 
be written by any one intel'igenee. 
The 
chief significance of the- present biography is 
the skill with which Mrs. Howe has inter 
woven with the life of her subject the most 
marked considerations suggested by her lit­ 
erary labors. 
The story of the life and labors 
of this American authoress, aud of her death 
by shipwreck, her body being seized by the 
sea which has never given it up, is through­ 
out well told, and is given a new charm and 
interest from the tenderness with which 
another woman of special gifts has treated it.

It will 
serve to indicate the character of a work 
which will be well received, we judge, by art 
students, to say that Mr. Perkins useB the 
word sculpture throughout, to comprehend, 
in treatm ent, technical and esthetic training, 
instead of stone carving, and which more 
properly expresses the nature of much of the 
work he considers—simply, as he puts it, 
“ because it is a more convenient form of 
speech,” and not as implying artistic excel­ 
lence in Italian works of the eleventh and 
twelfth centuries.

The words we have italicised in the title 
alone can save this book from condemnation. 
Xot that it is not a very concise, plain-spoken 
and definite book—it certainly directs in 
plain English, and no one should be excused 
for not understanding it—bnt because we 
doubt most eeriously the usefulness of such 
works. 
While it is all well enough to say 
this is for use <mln when the physician is not 
within reach, both author and publisher 
know that the saving clause will not prevent 
its use by any one, under any circumstances. 
Now, as this does not purport to instruct in 
the discovery of ailments and the nature of 
manifest disease, it is obvious that the treat­ 
ment and dispensation of medicines advised 
must be based on the judgment of unskilled 
persons as to the time when and the proper 
cases in which to administer. 
Medicine 
is best not 
administered unless applied 
in cases 
for which 
its dispensation is 
especially provided. 
This diagnosiDg of one’s 
own case is always doubtful policy. So, too, 
it is dangerous to do so at any time by ary 
one not skilled by experience and study, for 
another. 
Y»’e cannot reasonably raise any 
objection to so much of the work as tells us 
what to do in emergencies with broken bones, 
witli serious cnts and bruises, burns, Bcalds, 
etc., and in a large class of accidents ; but 
we 
do 
protest 
against 
attempting in­ 
structing people how to prescribe for ma­ 
larial fevere, for instance, typhoid fevers, 
dropsy, etc. 
In some respects then this is a 
useful boob, and in others it is liable to lead 
into error rather than out of it. 
The best 
thing to do in caBe of illness, when the phy­ 
sician is absent, is to care naturally for the 
patient, and do all the things that will 
tend to his comfort and ease until the phy­ 
sician can be summoned, with, perhaps, the 
application of what ordinary common sense 
dictates regarding diet, warmth, pure air, 
rest, sleep, and the application of ordinary 
outward remedies for the amelioration of 
pain, aud the reduction of undue heat of the 
body.

Whoever reads this little book will, if he is 
at all sensitive, be horrified at the evils of the 
tobacco habit, and resolve to shake it off at 
any cost. B at it is strange that the more the 
dangers of the use of tobacco are set forth, 
the more it is used. I t is the result, of course, 
of powerful appetite. 
It is questionable if 


there is a tobacco-owr in the land who will 
not advise the young man to eschew the use 
of the weed, and yet the same user will set 
before him the example of one who preaches 
but practices not. 
This is a very vigorous 
and compact little book, and, of course, the 
author is a radical anti-tobacconist. 
He as­ 
sails the tobacco habit with all the enthusi­ 
asm of a reformer. 
Bnt it is not to be de­ 
nied that he fortifies himself admirably. 
He 
has brought to his aid the persuasive elo­ 
quence of a schi larly clergyman and the cold 
1 Ngic of a physician, and has a chapter of 
citations from the works of eminent scien­ 
tists and doctors of medicine supporting his 
views. 
H e treats the tobacco question in its 
economic aspect also, by showing what the 
same sum expended for the indulgence would 
do for human good, if otherwise and properly 
directed. 
B at this is an old and powerless 
argument. 
I t is fact that it has been of lit­ 
tle or no use in the temperance crusade, and 
that the mere frequently ths statistical show­ 
ings are made, the more rapidly the sums 
mount upward to unthinkable aggregates. 
The book contains much valuable information 
relative to the growth, uses and abuses of to­ 
bacco, its export and importation, its place 
in commetce, etc.

THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 
The Contest Over the Fourth Ward Di­ 
rectorship Ended—The Hold-over Mem­ 
bers “Capture” a Quorum and F1U the 
Vacancy. 
The “ town talk ” yesterday was the Board 
of Education muddle. One side claimed 
that courtesy required the Fourth Ward va­ 
cancy should net be filled until the newly- 
elected members qualified. The other side 
held that this solicitude on behalf of the Dew 
members was unusual, peculiar and meant 
that there was something behind it all. It 
weDt abroad that in the new school year the 
four-years’ limit on school books expires, and 
that in June the book question will be up 
again and new books adopted or the old ones 
retained—the law requiring that demor­ 
alizing matter to be attended to once in tour 
years, and that this made the Board compo­ 
sition one of great importance.- It was also 
known that there was a flurry amoug teach­ 
ers because of the rumor that “ dropped” 
teachers would “ stand a chance” of rein­ 
statement under the new administration, 
and of course at the loss of position to incum­ 
bents. 
It was generally thought that the supposed 
break in quorum had checkmated the Board 
from filling the Goodhue vacancy. This was 
based on the supposition that it requires the 
presence of five Directors to constitute a quo­ 
rum, but examination of the law disclosed 
that it required the presence of five members, 
and that the Board being a Board of seven 
members 
by reason of 
the death of 
Mr. Hammer, four Directors constituted a 
voting majority when five members were 
present. This disc »very created excitement 
in certain quarters. The derire wae expressed 
by members of the Board to have the newly 
elected member—Mr. Johnston, of the Third 
Ward—come in, accept election by the Board 
and fid out the few weeks left of Mr. Ham­ 
mer’s term, whom he wae elected to succeed. 
But Mr. Johnston replied that he had 
pledged himsell to one of the Republican 
Central Committee not to qualify until he 
took his seat in January. This only intensi­ 
fy d the determinati«»n of the majority of the 
Directors to fill the vacancy in tbe Fourth 
Ward representation. L ite in the day it ¡ 
was announced in princ that all the talk 
about Butler was “ gammon;” that all the 
solicitude ab: ut the matter had no relation to 
him ; that there was no scheme to put him 
ou the Board ; that there were uot votes 
enough to elect him, and disclaimers were 
put iu that Directors were not pledged 
to 1dm. But this did not disarm the 
belief 
to 
the 
contrary, 
nor 
did 
the evasive “ pledged” serve to lull the 
majority to sleep. It was awake to the sit­ 
uation, and concluded that a majority of 
elected Directors had some right to have their 
judgment respected as well as that of politi­ 
cal committeemen. It was frequently re­ 
ferred to during the day th 3 t the newly- 
elected members, not now on the Board, had 
not asked in their own beh df that the va 
caucy in the Fourth remain open until they 
were seated. On the contrary, one of them at 
least, yesterday declared that ke preferred to 
have all the trouble over before he took his 
seat. There was figuring done to show that 
by four members in the new Board dividing 
on two candidates, three could elect a third 
one, and thus there could be accomplished a 
scheme that has been believed to have been 
on foot as indicated heretofore. The result of 
the whole matter will be found set forth ir the 
proceedings of the Board reported below. After 
the adj urnment of the Board, there was 
considerable “ kicking” on the part of the 
disappointed, aud the proceedings were an­ 
nounced as “ outrageous.” 
But to all this 
the majority replied te this effect: “ The 
eiecliou of Mr Bruner was had lawfully. It 
was right and proper. W e have acted under 
our oaths, as we believe, for the beat inter­ 
ests of the School Department of our city. 
W e would do so again under like cir­ 
cumstance*, and are prepared to defend 
our course in every detail. W e have no con­ 
cealments to make, no apologies to offer, and 
are conscious of the rectitude, propriety and 
lawfulness of our couxss.” It may be as well 
to briefly analyze the composition of the 
B »ard to give a clear understanding of the 
situation. Originally the Board was com­ 
posed of Laine. Superintendent; Directors— 
First Ward, Slater, Stevens ; Second Ward, 
Stalker, Cooke; Third Ward, Hammer, 
Jl'in rk ; Fourth Ward, Goodhue, TV/7/ 
The terms of those marked in italics expire 
with the ytar 1883. 
But Mr. Hammer 
recently died, Mr. Goodhue has just resigned, 
ami Mr. Slater was re-elected this month. 
The Board would then stand in January : 
Superintendent, Laine ; First Ward, Slater 
and Stevens ; Second Ward, Chadderdon and 
Cooke; Third Ward, Davis and Johnston 
(one to fill out the Hammer term ); Fourth 
Ward, Avery, with one vacancy ca.i-ed by 
the resignation of Mr. Go idhue. Over the 
filling ot this vacancy was all the trouble. 
The Board met last night. Tnere were 
present Directors Tracy (arts ding', Steven , 
Cooke, Stalker and Hancock, The minutas 
of the list meeting were read and approved. 
Mr. Tracy then ordered the roll to be 
called for the election of a Director to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of Mr. 
Goodhue, to complete the burineas of the 
meeting of which thi- was an a«Jj urned one. 
The nominees were Messrs. Andrew Aitken 
and El wood Bruner. 
Mr. Stevens—W hat is this? 
The Chair—W hy, we are going to finish up 
the business of last night and elect a D i­ 
rector. Mr. Secretary, call the roll. 
The Secretary then called Mr. Stevens’ 
name twice. Mr. Stevens replied : “ I de­ 
cline to vote.” The names of Mr. Cooke and 
Mr. Stalker were called, and each responded 
“ Bruner.” 
Mr. Stevens arose hastily from his chair, 
remarking as he moved to the door, “ Mr. 
Tracy, you know I did not come 
” 
The sentence remained unfinished, aa he 
retired. 
Mr. Cooke—Mr. Steven*, ycu are too late. 
The Secretary toen called the names of 
Hancock and Mr. Tracy, and then the Chair 
announced that Mr. Bruner had received a 
majority of the votes of the Boaid. 
Mr. Tracy then declared Mr. Bruner ap­ 
pointed to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Mr. Goodhue, an J announced, 
“ 1 declare him elected, not only upon the 
grounds that there was a quorum present, 
even if the law require the presence of five 
School Directors, which was the case while 
the roll was beiog called, but also upon the 
groun 1 that there was and is a quorum pres­ 
ent, notwithstanding Mr. Stevens withdraw 
after his name was called ; and further, for 
the reason that the Superintendent, being 
present, is a member of the Board of Educa­ 
tion by virtue of his office.” 
Mr. Bruner wa* then sent for and apprised 
of his election. He returned thanks for the 
c. mpHmout bestowed, and then took the oath 
of office, filed his certificate of appointment 
and took his seat as a member of the Board. 
(N ote.—The law to which Mr. Tracy re­ 
ferred is A3 follows : “ The 1*. »ard of Educa­ 
tion of the city of Sacramento shall be com­ 
posed of two School Directors from each—the 
First, Second, Tnird and Fourth Supervisors’ 
District*, as said districts are now bounded 
and defined. * * The City Superintendent 
of Public Schools of the city of Sacramento 
is hereby declared ar.d constituted ex oflicio a 
member of the Board of Education • >f sai«i 
city, without the right to vote. * * Five 
members shall be a quorum to transact busi­ 
ness but a smaller number may adjourn from 
time to tim e.”] 
^ _ 
On motion of Mr. Cooke, it was ordered 
that the vacation declared for the 1 0 th, 2 0 th 
and 2 1 st should uot apply to the High 
School. 
The Board then adjourned to meet on the 
II* h icst., at 7:30 P M. 
The authority i* given to state that four of 
the members of the new Board of Education, 
s. -called—that is, of the Board aa it will be 
in Jan wiry, 1884—desired the Board, a* now 
consolidated, to tiil the vactncy occasioned 
by the resignation of Mr. Goodhue, that the 
“ fight” m i;ht not be had in the now Board. 
Mr. Goodhue w as a hold-over—oné of the 
f-ur to holdover provided by law—and his 
successor i?, therefore, a colleague of the 
hold- vers who remain in the Board, and 
who claim the right an 1 it* propriety to fill 
the vacant seat of the colleague by au election 
at this time.

THE WEATHER. 
Sergeant Barwick says that yesterday 
evening and last night was the first clear 
weather we have had for eight days past. If 
we can only get a good stiff breeze there will 
be no more fog, for the air has for almost a 
month past been in a stagnant condition, and 
more especially during tbe past eight days of 
the fog. From 8 p. M. of the 6th to 8 p. M. 
of the 14th (yesterday) there was but 413 
miles of wind passing over Sacramento, 
which is an average of about fifty one miles 
per day, or a little over two miles per hour, 
the highest velocity only reaching eight miles 
per hour, and that was between S P. M. and 
12 midnight of the 6th, when the weather 
was clear. The telegraph wires at noon yes­ 
terday were working badly north, therefore 
no weather reports were received from that 
part of the Pacific Slope at noon yesterday. 
A portion of them arrived last night, and the 
weather is generally clear along the coast, 
with light winds and a high barometer. This 
high barometer will have to move eastward 
and give place to a low barometer and 
warmer weather before we can look for much 
precipitation. It is to be hoped the foggy 
weather is over. This is the longest spell of 
such weather that has occurred here in the 
past seven years. The longest before this 
war five days.

Jam es R ussell Low ell has achieved a 
h ig h position am ong th e stan d ard authors 


of 
A m erica. 
H is m ost 
enduring fam e 
rests upon his poetry. 
H is earlier pieces 
are characterized by b o th th e m erits and 
d efects of adolescent verse ; b u t he soon 
em ancipated him self from w h at m ay be 
term ed his “ v e a ly ” tram m els, and becam e 


a very forceful an d virile w riter, 
H is 
poem s attain ed th e ir h ighest popularity 


w h en th ey developed 
into 
hum or and 
satire : and th ese q u alities being tu rn ed 


in to political account, he becam e one of the 


first and m ost effective allies of th e little 
an ti-slav ery p arty , w hich, sta rtin g like a 
cloud no bigger th a n a m an ’s hand, was 


d estin ed to sw ell into pro p o rtio n s m ighty 


an d co-extensive w ith th e w hole U nion. I l­ 


lu strio u s q u a rte t— W h ittie r, H olm es, L ong­ 
fellow , L o w e ll! T ru e to th e divine genius 
of poetry, th e ir m use rose responsive to 
th e sp irit of lib erty ; like th e bards of old, 
th e y tu n ed th eir h arp s to freedom 's key, 
an d tu rn ed th e shackles of th e slave into 
em blem s of national hum iliation and re ­ 
p roach. 
C ries L ow ell, in one of his m ost 
s tirrin g o u tb u rsts : 
Are we, then, wholly fallen ? Can it be 
That thou, north wind, that from thy mountains 
brinyest 
Their spirit to uur plains; and thou, blue sea,'* 
Who on our nicks the wreaths of freedom riingest, 
As on an altar - can it be th at ye

T ne anim tf* Jura m/i, so to speak, 
of these Y ankee verses w as to p ro test 
ag ain st th e M exican w ar, on th e ground 
th a t it w as declared an d prosecuted in th e 
in te re st of slavery. 
A n active and earnest 
school of politicians in th e E astern S tates 
d id its u tm o st to ren d er th a t w ar abortive, 
one of its prom inent disciples even going 
so far as to hope th a t th e M exicans w ould 
w elcom e our brave soldiers to th eir shores 
“ w ith bloody hands to hospitable g rav es.’’ 
T h e resu lt of th e hostilities show ed how 
w rong and how u n p atrio tic th ese p ro te st­ 
a n ts had been. 
In ste a d of exten d in g the 
area of slavery, th a t w ar gave to the 
A m erican U nion th e chief jew el in its 
coronet of S iates. 
I t ad d ed to A m erican 
te rrito ry C alifornia, N evada, U tah, Ari- 
ona, N ew M exico—giving geographical 
sy m m etry to o u r confines, and b athing our 
w idely-separated litto rals in th e far-reach­ 
in g w aters of tw o m ighty ocoans. 
T he ac- 
¡uired te rrito ry w as solem nly consecrated 
to Freedom , and in th e h our of th e n ation’s 
tria l proved to be its m ost tru ste d bul­ 
w ark . 
I t w ould be a vain task to consider 
th e litera ry w ork of o u r au th o r, and m ake 
no allusion to 
th e stro n g sen tim en t of 
political enthusiasm w hich so largely p er­ 
v ad es his po etry . 
H is m ost n otew orthy 
efforts are satires upon th e vices and cor­ 
ru p tio n s of public life. 
H is m ethod is to 
a tta c k these b y unm asking them in full 
day, and holding th em u p to jm blic oppro­ 
b riu m in tin hideous garm en ts of self-justi­ 
fication. 
T he best vein of th e au th o r in 
th is line is illu strated by stanzas, of w hich 
th is is a fair sam ple : 
I au believe in bein' this 
Or thet, us it m ay hxnpen. 
On* way or t’other hendiest is 
To ketch the people nappin’ ; 
’ 
It ain’t by princerples or men 
My preudent course is steadied— 
I scent what pays the best, and then

th e highest ideals of th e poets of all tim es. 
I f any p roduction of hi» is to live beyond 
th e years th a t know him in th e flesh, it is 
his “ C om m em oration O de.” 
I t is a lofty 
poem , and has passages w hich b reath e th e 
w r y perfum e of 
inspiration. 
N o liner 
ap ostrophe is to be found in th e language 
th a n th a t addressed to T ru th . 
F rom his 
high em inence he says : 
Vlmiv lov»«I Truth, and lavished life's best oil 
Amid the dufk u[ books to find her. 
U ndent at last, for guerdon of their toil, 
With the cast mantle she has left behind her. 
Mativ in sad faith sought for her, 
Many with crossed hands sighed for her, 
But these, our brothers, fought for her, 
At life's dear peril wrought f«»r her, 
^ i loved her that they died f-»r her, 
Tasting the raptured fleetness 
< »f her divine completeness : 
Their higher tus incta knew 
fhose love her beat who to themselves are true. 
And what the> flare to dream «>f. dare to d o ; 
1 hey followed her and found her,

iea of his o th er lite ra ry labors have in te r­ 
ru p ted his com m unings w ith th e fickle god­ 
dess, for M r. Lowell has successively edited

, and co n trib u ted largely to 
th ese and o th er periodicals.

m agazines he exercised his pow ers as a 
critic, and established a rep u tatio n as one 
of th e m ost copious essayists in th e coun­ 
try .

even venomous review of “ Among My 
BookB” and “ My Study W indows” ap­ 
peared in “ Lippincott” in June, 1S71.

and 
concludes 
his 
criti­ 
cism 
with

The qualities they ascribe to 
their idol are precisely those in which he is 
most deficient.

THE TREE CRITIC 
W ho im p artially 
seeks to separate the 
dross from th e pure m etal of litera ry per­ 
form ance, cannot b u t rise from his labori­ 
ous ta s k of w eighing th e claim s of M r.

A “ POOR” RICH MAN. 


NEW CENTRAL AMERICAN VOLCANOES.^ 


A correspondent of th e Star and H erald, 
speaking of th e recent volcanic d istu rb ­ 
ances in th e A trato valley, sta te s th a t when 
th e earth q u ak es took place, w hich w ere 
w idely felt in th e in terio r on M arch 8 th 
last, several volcanoes sprang into e x ist­ 
ence in th e territo ry situ ated betw een th e 
D eon and Sucio rivers, in th e S tate of An- 
tioquia, and th a t, although th eir size and 
num ber are unknow n, rep o rt alleges th ey 
extend to th e coast of th e G ulf of D arien. 
T he en tire absence of roads or paths, the 
d estru ctio n of th e village of B ajíos on the 
river, th e conflagration a t I’avarando and 
th e to ta l abandonm ent of th e tra c k leading 
to th a t village have com bined to prevent 
any one passing th a t w ay, and th u s acquir­ 
ing som e certain 
know ledge respecting 
these volcanoes. 
Betw een 
T avarondo, 
w hich is in A uticquia, and th e river Leon 
th ere are plaoes w hich continually eject 
g reat q u an tities of hot w ater and m ud, 
w hich, spreading over a w ide area, have 
to tally obstructed th e river Leon. Through­ 
o u t th e d istric t un d er m ention th e air is 
surcharged w ith electricity, and th e m ost 
b rillian t dischbrge3 are observable every 
night. 
In th e S ta te of B olivar, near T ur- 
baco, a num ber of these volcanoes have 
long been in activ ity , b u t they are few in 
num ber and w eak iu force as com pared 
w ith those w hich have now b u rst forth 
aDd w hich, to judge from th e d ata so far 
obtained, arc scattered over an 
area of 
about one hundred and fifty square leagues, 
w hich, fo rtu n ately , is alm ost en tirely un­ 
inhabited. 
T he d istricts in w hich these 
seism ic m ovem ents have tak en place are 
situ ated betw een th e seventh and eighth 
parallels of latitu d e. 
Lanarna is situated 
in th e n in th , so th a t th e distance betw een 
this city and th e locality of th is rem ark a­ 
ble phenom ena is n o t very great. 
In 
Septem ber of last year it w as reported 
th a t a volcano broke o u t in th e A rato. 
Now' it is know n th a t a num ber are m full 
activ ity , y et no one has visited th e section 
for th e purpose of furnishing the w orld w ith 
correct inform ation as to w h at is really oc­ 
curring.

M INING NOTES. 
There is considerable excitement over 
the reported discovery of rich placer dig­ 
gings at Skull creek, a tributary of Flat 
creek, about S miles from Willow Creek 
Station, on the Winuemucca and Idaho 
road. Coarse gold has been discovered 
there, and claims have been located nearly 
the entire length of the stream. It is also 
reported that very rich veins of gold-bear­ 
ing quartz have been discovered in the 
mountains at the head of the creek.—[Tus- 
carora Review. 
The Lucky S. mine in Esmeralda district 
continues to improve the more it is opened. 
The ledge is now about four feet wide, and 
at Last half of this is very rich. Ore is 
being got out as rapidly as possible, and by 
spring a large amount will he stored ready 
for milling. The work of building a mill 
will begin in all probability just as soon as 
it is possible to deliver material after the 
roads open. The proprietors are quite ju­ 
bilant over their prospect.—[Greenville 
Bulletin. 
We are pleased to note great activity on 
the part of our miners in regard to lead 
prospects, which until lately were almost 
valueless. Now everything is changed, 
and galena ledges are at a premium, and 
those who are fortunate enough to own 
Buch are invariably having the assessment 
work done on them instead of trusting to 
the chance of relocation. The amonnt of 
lead ores shipped from Mohave county next 
year will be enormous, and we predict that 
their value will exceed that of 41 other 
kinds of ore put together.—[Mohave Coun­ 
ty, A. T., Miner. 
There is some excitement at l’okir 
Flat on account of quartz. Lindsay sad 
Sutherland have located the ledge formerly 
known as the Marchini property, on the 
south side of Canyon creek. Two tons of 
the rock were sent below, the returns from 
which were £15 per ton in gold. The ledge 
is seven feet wide, and has .been pros­ 
pected in ten or more places with satis­ 
factory results. It is a north and south 
ledge, and gold can often be seen in the 
rock. There is considerable quartz in this 
section, and doubtless much of it will pay 
when properly developed.—[Downieville 
Messenger. 
B lack B akt a.nd th e S kunk.—The fol­ 
lowing is from the Stockton Independent: 
Black Bart tells of one experience he had 
in Northern California which came near 
stopyu JP *-1 career as a highwayman. He 
had mtetviewed a party of travelers by 
stage, and got a small haul for his trouble. 
After starting the stage on with the gentle 
admonition to the driver to go on and never 
look back, or he would drop him, he, as 
was his custom, pitched into the brush. He 
had not been walking very long when he 
heard voices behind him, anil looking down 
the mountain side could see several horse­ 
men and footmen coming in bis direction at 
a lively gait.

Vineyard, of the Willow 
Ranch, tells us that the people of his sec­ 
tion have been greatly excited for the past 
two weeks over the finding of a human 
skull, and all kinds of speculations are rife 
as to where it came from, or to whom it 
belonged. Mr. Vineyard says that about 
two weeks ago a dog belonging to Mr. Bal­ 
let*, who resoles a conple of miles from 
Willow Ranch, was noticed gnawing at 
and playing with something which at first 
was supposed to be only an old beef bone. 
In the course of a day or two some mem­ 
ber of Mr. Fallen's family gave tho matter

A UOKMON BALL. 
A few eveniugs ago I had the pleasure of 
attending a genuine danciDg party of the 
Latter Day Saints (they don’t like to be 
called Mormons). This was at a small 
town nestled away in the 
asatch moun 
tains, about 150 miles south of themetiop 
olis of Utah. The dance was held in what 
is called the Ward Meeting-house, a plain 
stone building used for general public pur­ 
poses. 
__ 
The hour for opening was 7 P- », I "'as 
there on time. M nat first attracted my 
attention cu entering was that the ladies 
and gentlemen sat separately—the men on 
the right and the ladies on the left. At 
the end of the hall was a raised platform, 
upon which sat the orchestra, which con­ 
sisted of a first and Becond violin and or­ 
gan. Tne nationality of those present was 
very distinct and easily detected. The 
Scandinavian element predominated, but 
there was a sprinkling of English, Scotch, 
Irish, WeUh and Swiss, while the Ohio 
twang and the Missourian idee also could 
be heard. All had a happy and contented 
lo o k , there being no attempt at formality ; 
but each appeared to feel as if he or she 
was at home with members of their own 
family. 
When I arrived the dancing had not 
commenced, and there was quite a buzz of 
conversation. Presently the floor monager 
called out, ‘‘Please to come to order ! 
Brother Brown, will you open ?’’ Immedi­ 
ately all was silence, aDd every head was 
bowed in reverence. Brother Brown re­ 
sponded by walking to the platform, and 
offering a brief but earnest extemporaneous 
prayer, in which he asked the Lord to be 
with them during the time of their amuse­ 
ment, and to keep all harm and wrong-do­ 
ing from those present. 
The floor manager then gave a number to 
each man w*ho wished to dance, and when 
all had numbers given them he called out, 
“ Numbers oue to eight, take your part­ 
ners for a cotillion !” There was only 
space for two sets. Up started the eight 
numbers, and rushed across the room and 
secured partners. There was no waiting 
for introductions, and now they stood in 
readiness on the floor, falling into conver­ 
sation with their ladies. The music B tru ck 
up, the caller shouted the figure, and the 
dancers started off as if their very life was 
at stake. 
The dames were remarkably graceful in 
thair movements, and of course there were 
the usual quantum of verdant youths who 
did not know what to do with their legs. 
There were many pretty, yes, handsome, 
faces among the fair sex. All were neat 
and clean, but no attempt was made at 
show in dress, plain cotton and woolen 
fabrics being the rule. Some few" of the 
girls made a faint attempt with simple rib­ 
bons and laces. Many of the men did not 
appear to have made any special evening 
toilet, with the exception of a liberal use 
of soap and water. Others, again, were 
dressed in well-made, serviceable broad­ 
cloth of home manufacture. 
I could not help but notice many of the 
young men, born and raised in this mount­ 
ain region. They are perfect giants—hale, 
hardy and vigorous. Don’t ever impute to 
polygamy the cause of muscular decline in 
man, for here I had ocular proof to the 
contrary. 
When the firBt dance was concluded, the 
gentlemen escorted their partners to their 
seats, and then retired to their o w d . Then 
another batch of eight was immediately 
called for, and the fun was repeated. The 
polka or waltz, round-dancing, as it is 
called, is not, by strict rules, allowed, al­ 
though a few oh this occasion were per­ 
mitted during the evening. 
After several dances had been gone 
through, some youD g Scandinavian sisters 
sang a charming song. This was followed 
b y an Englishman singing a comic song and 
an American reciting from Shakespeare. 
Then more dancing, with occasional sing­ 
ing, till 12 o’clock, when “ Come to order” 
was called, and the assembly was dismissed 
with prayer. All seemed happy and con­ 
tented with the evening's entertainment, 
and hied at once home, every lady having 
an escort of father, husband, brother o r 
beau.During the whole of the evening the only 
refreshments that I saw or heard of was 
pure water, although I was told that upon 
special occasions a light beer with cake is 
handed around. Intoxicating drinks are 
strictly prohibited. There is no saloon 
within thirty miles of the town, and even 
if a man smells of liquor he is reprimanded.

“ lb-: nil o n R a t s . —The Carson (Nev.) 
Appeal says: 
The Typographical Union of Eureka 
publish a long manifesto directed against

in the typographical profession, and the 
result will possibly c»use one paper in the 
jurisdiction of th•• I aion to cease publica­ 
tion. The Ruhy lid! A - t a weekly pa- j 
per will probably be compelled to suspend. 
The Typographical Unions in this state ! 
started in about a year ago to close up j 
“ rat" offices, ami some half a dozen have ¡ 
bit the dust, and they propose to wage a 
war of extermination until the last vestige 
of rodentism is destroyed. When a news­ 
paper cannot run without degrading the 
wa Tes of labor it is time for it to close up, 
and leave a field which it can neither oc­ 
cupy nor ornament. It is tho determina­ 
tion of the Union to keep typographical 
rates up to 65 cents per thousand ems, 
where they belong, and papers who cannot 
come up to that scale of prices will be 
obliged to suspend operations.

Persons handling large quantities of va­ 
nilla pods are very liable to experience a 
skin affection, which Dr. Layet finds is due 
to contact with an insect living on the 
pods.Dr. Laujorrois recommends potassium 
dichromate for disinfecting cesspools, sew­ 
age, dissecting-rooms, etc., and considers 
it likely to be of great use in diseases due 
to miurobia. 
A canoe, partly imbedded under the 
river Arun, has been f~nnd in the parish of 
Pulborough, Sussex, Englaud. It is 15 
feet long by 4 feet broad, and had been cut 
out of a single massive oak tree in the 
stone age. 
The new treatment for the dead, which 
it is said guarantees the destruction of all 
the infectious disease germs, and partially 
embalms the body, is immersion in a bath 
of chloride of calcium, heated to a high 
temperature. 
The Sature reports an extraordinary 
case of subsidence near Bona. Naiba, an 
isolated mountain, more than 2 500 feet 
high, is slowly sinking into the basom of 
the earth. A deep ditch has been made all 
around the ingulfed mass. 
Mention has been made of a project to 
run a line of ferryboats between San Fran­ 
cisco and Oakland, propelled by an enillcBB 
chain power. A very successful trial of 
this class lias been made on the most didi­ 
cult of navigable rivers, the Rhone, and 
described by M. Dupuy de Lome before 
the Academy of Science, Paris, Two end­ 
less lateral chains are employed, worked 
with independent machinery by a single 
hand, serving at the same time to direct 
tne course of the vessel. 
A new semi-incandescent electric lamp, 
giving the brilliancy of the arc light, has 
been exhibited to the Industrial Science 
Society of Lyons by Mens. P. Tihoc. In 
this lamp two carbon rods, slightly in­ 
clined to one another, are brought down 
upon a small prism of chalk, and are sepa­ 
rated from each other by a small rod of the 
same material. Tne current passes through 
the chalk rod, making it incandescent. The 
light is steadier than that of an arc lamp, 
ami is reported to be as brilliant. 
A London journal says : A scientific 
commission is to pass on the question 
whether the manufacturers of gas iu Pans 
cannot eupply their illuminaut cheaper. 
The report cannot fail to be of wide inter­ 
est the world over. The probability íb 
that it will be against the company- and 
in favor of the citizens, from what every 
chemist knows of the commercial value 
of the incidental produce of the In­ 
dustry. From the progress making in the 
manufacture of appliances for pro­ 
ducing, distributing, and using electricity, 
gas as a source of light appears to be 
(loomed. But the production of gas will 
go on, nevertheless, and on a grander 
scale. If electricity is to give humanity- 
light in the future, gas will take the place 
of coal iu heating houses and for cooking 
purposes.

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CHINATOW N NUISANCE. 


DECISION OF JUDG3 ARMSTRONG UPON 
THE SUBJECT. 


General Principles Concerning the Liabll- 
tieB 
of Landlords and Tenants 
Where Nuisances Exist. 


Ju d g e A rm strong yesterday filed his decision 
in the well known Chinatow n nuisance case, 
entitled The People, etc., vs. L . C. C han­ 
dler, in which the judgm ent of the C ourt be­ 
low was reversed and the defendant released 
from liability, because of the nature of the 
lease and facts, or the failure of the record 
to show the full testim ony and real facts, if 
th ey were 
different. 
T he decision 
cov­ 
ers the entire field of sim ilar nuisance cases, 
of which Chinatown is ever so prolific, and 
will be valuable for reference and guidance in 
future, as the health and city authorities wiil 
fully understand w hat action upon a given 
state of facts will m eet w ith approval íq the 
Superior Courts if appeal is takeo. 
The de­ 
cision is here given io full, as follow s: 
This is an appeal from the Police Court of the 
city of Sacramento. 
It is alleged in the complaint 
that the defendant did willfully and unlawfully dis­ 
charge, have upon, place and keep upon lots ó and 
fc, II and I, Third and Fourth streets, in the city of 
Sacramento, noxious privies, cesspools, stagnant 
water, etc., in violation of ordinance No. 17 of the 
city. 
When arraigned, the defeudaut pleaded not 
guilty. 
He was tried before a jury, and found 
guilty. 
He moved for a new trial, which nio’ion 
was denied. 
The defendant specified, as grounds of 
his motion, errore of law occurring at the trial, and 
that the evidence was not sufficient to justify the 
verdict. To determine this appeal the evidence, as 
well as the rulings of the Court at the trial, must 
be considered. 
It appears from the testimony of 
W alter B. Fermi, the Health Officer, who was called 
as a witness for the prosecution, that the lots de­ 
scribed in the complaint belonged to one Mesick, for 
whom the defendant was an ag en t; that the prem­ 
ises were rented to Chinamen ; that he saw the de­ 
fendant exercise management and control over the 
premises, but what the acts of control or man­ 
agement were di>es not appear. And J. H. Miller, 
another witness for the prosecution, testified that 
he heard the defendant tell two of the City Trustees 
that they ought to prosecute the Chinamen m 
possession, and not him, as he .vas only an agent. 
By other testimony it apf>eared that the premises 
were occupied by and in the possession of Chinese 
tenants. The defendant testified, in his own behalf, 
that he was the agent of Mesick, who owned the 
prem ises; 
that 
the 
premises 
were 
rented; 
that he had no control over them, and that 
he 
had no authority to expend 
any money 
on 
the 
premises, 
but 
that 
his 
authority 
was limited to letting them and collecting the rents, 
and paying such bills for repairs as Mesi :k especially 
ordered him to pay. There is no evidence in the 
record of the terms, duration, or character of the 
lease from Mesick to his tenants ; nor is there any 
evidence as to the condition of the premises at the 
tim e of the letting ; but from the eviuen e there can 
be no doubt that the “ privies and cesspools," at 
the time stated in the complaint, were, by the negli­ 
gence of the occupants of the premises, in such a 
condition as to constitute a nuisance. 
We have 
sta'ed all the evidence claimed to connect the de- 
iend&nt with the commission of the nuisance. 
At 
the trial the counsel for the defendant requested the 
Court to instruct the jury in substance that they 
could not convict the defendant if they found from 
the evidence that the Chinese to whom Mesick 
rented the premises caused the nuisance complained 
of, 
and 
that the 
defendant had no control 
o \e r 
them or 
the 
possession of 
them, and 
had 
no 
authority 
to 
make 
any 
improve­ 
m ents or do any cleansing thereon, 
and 
had 
only an agency from Mesick to let the premises 
and collect the rents from the tenants ; and that if 
the jury should find from the evidence th at the de 
fend&nt was a special agent to let the premises and 
collect the rents only ; then, in such case, he had 
110 authority to exceed such agency by laying out 
money, and thereby bind his principal, and in that 
event he would be entitled to an acquittal. 
The 
Court refused to so instruct the ju ry ; hut instructed 
them in substance that if tiiey found from the evi­ 
dence that '* there wa* kept and maintained upon 
the premises, with a full knowledge of the defend­ 
ant of the manner in which said premises were used 
and after 
notice thereof, a foul 
and noxious 
privy and c.sspool;’’ and that “ the defendant, 
either as owner, agent or employe of the owner, tíid 
willfully and unlawfully discharge, leave upon, place 
or keep upon the premises noxious privies or cess­ 
pools, ” they 9houid find the defendant guilty. The 
Court erred in refusing the instructions of the de­ 
fendant, au-i in giving the instructions which he 
gave. 
These instructions ignore the fact th at 
there was no evidence that the defendant was the 
owner or in the possession or entitled to the posses­ 
sion of the premises; hut that the evidence did 
show, or tended to sh-»w, that the premised be­ 
longed to Mesick and were then in the possession of 
his tenants, and that the defendant was only a spe­ 
cial agent of Mesick to rent the premises and col­ 
lect the rents, without any authority to incur liabil­ 
ity for rej»airs. The law is well s-ttlcd that an 
agent has only such authority as his principal dele­ 
gates to him. (Blum vs. Robertson, 24 Cal., 140.) 
When au agent acts beyond the scope of his dele­ 
gated authority he is liable to his principal in dam­ 
ages, even though lie intended the act for the ben­ 
efit of his principal. (Story’s Agency, $ 192.) Then 
in this case, even if the landlord had a riyht to 
euter ujion the premises to abate the nuisance, the 
defendaut had none; he would have becii a tres­ 
passer upon the possession of the tenants. He 
could not abate the nuibance without entry ; and he 
cannot 
be 
held 
criminally liable 
for 
omit­ 
ting to do that which 
he had no authority 
to do, and 
would 
have 
been a trespasser 
if he had done it. For the purposes of this 
decision we might stop here ; but as the sanitary 
welfare of the city i9 to some extent involved, we 
will consider the liability of landlords and their 
agents for nuisances committed on premises in j>os- 
session of their tenants. 
When agents have full 
discretionary j*owers to repair and keep premises in 
as good condition in :he absence of landlords as they 
might if personally present, they are liable to the 
public for nuisances committed to the same extent 
as their principals and no further. 
As to the liability of landlords for nuisances on 
premises owned by them, these principles may be 
considered as settied law : 
1. If a landlord Lets premises, not in themselves a 
nuisance at the time of the letting, hut which may 
or may not become a nuisance, and it is entirely at 
the option of the tenant so to use tnem or not, and 
the landlord receives the same benefit, whether they 
are or not, he cannot be made responsible for the 
acts Of his tenant. 
This is the rule laid down in 
Rich vs. Basterfield, 4 Com. Bench, 804, which is a 
leading 
case, 
and 
has 
been 
followed 
in 
many other cases. (Sdtoustal vs 
Banker and 
Gray, 397; Lowell vs. Spaulding, 4 Cush., 277 ; 
Fisher vs. Thirkell, 21 Mich , 1; Va»in vs. Augusta, 
3-> Ga,, 547 ; Ditchett vs. S. I*, and 1*. M. K. B. Co., 
C7 N. Y.» 425; LonarJ vs. Stover, lió Mass., 86; 
Oakam vs. Holbrook, 11 Cu.-h., 299; Kaator vs. 
Newhouse, 4 E. 14. Smith, 20.) The reason of the 
ruie is this : A landlord after he has leased premises 
has no more right to enter to abate a nuisance 
caused by his tenant than a stranger ; and if he did 
enter f'-r such purpose he would he liable to his 
tenant f«»r damages in an action for trespass ; and it 
is contrary to t e policy of the law to require any 
one to commit a trespass in order to prevent a crim­ 
inal effect attaching to his failure to do some act. 
If a landlord was hound, simply because he owned 
the reversion in the estate, to abate a nuisance cre­ 
ated by his tenant, notwithstanding he committed a 
trespass in dong it, or in default <»f abating it be 
liable to a crimiual prosccuri >n, he would find his 
fate to b'- a* unfortuuate, between his tenant and 
the sovereign pe.*p!»t as did the ancient ^mariner 
who escaped from Soy 1 la only to be wrecked upon 
Chary hd is. 
2. But where the nuisance exists at the time of 
leasing, or w here the premises arc let to be used for 
a pur|*ose which in itself would constitute a nui­ 
sance, ami the tenant continues or maintains it, 
both the landlord and tenant are liable for the of­ 
fense. 
Where i nuisance exists on premises the 
owner cannot protect hims If against a criminal 
prisecution by suba< quently leasing them to a ten­ 
ant, to whom he surrenders the exclusive (Mssessinn 
and control of the premises. 
To permit him to do 
so would he to permit an offender by his own act to 
create a defense for hi inself. This the law does not 
tolerate. 
In Boswell vs. ¿Prior. 12 Mod. K. 639, the 
Court said : 
“ The putting it out of one’s power to 
abate a nuisance is as groat a t<>rt as not to abate it, 
when it is in ins power to do it ; and it is a funda­ 
mental principle in law and reason that he who does 
the first wrong shall au*w< r fur it." There arc many 
authorities to the same effect. (Stophani vs. Brown, 
40 HI. 433 ; Fish vs. D*lge, 4 Deni<* 311 ) And in 
the case < f SworUs 
Edgar, 59 N. Y. 34, 
the Court said 
“ Where there ba9 beet a 
nuisance of continued existence upon demised 
premises, the lessor and the lessee may both 
be liable f"r damug. s resulting therofrcm, ' and wo 
will add that such must be the law, for the plain 
reason that the lessor created and the lessee main­ 
tained or continued the nuisance. (Plummer vs 
Harjm r. : i km Dec 
IS3 ) Th« t ourt in l 
• 
of Cobb vs. Smith, S8 Wis. 33, upon this point said : 
“ There can be no doubt under the author!ties, an­ 
cient and modern, that an action lies against him 
who erects an 1 against him who continues a nuis­ 
ance erected by another. 
The continuance and 
every use of that which is, in its erection and use, a 
nuisance, is a new nuisance, for which the party in­ 
jured has a r« medy for damages. ’ When the in­ 
jured party is the public, the remedy is by a crimi­ 
nal prosecution against the one liable for the nuis­ 
ance or against both, where both are liable. 
Though the tenant during his term erects or 
creates a nuisance for which the landlord is not lia­ 
ble. yet, if the landlord, with knowledge of the 
nuisance, renews the lease, or after the expiration 
of the term, grants an *ther lease to the same 
or another 
tenant 
while 
the nuisance con­ 
tinues, he becomes liable for its continuance. 
vs. Williams, 30 N. J. L. Reports, 102.) The 
landlord had a right at the end <>f the term to enter 
and alíate the nuisance, and if he failed to do it he 
must be deemed to have adopted and made it his 
own. The ground upon which the landlord is exon­ 
erated is that he «lid not create the nuisance, and 
had no lawful right io enter upon the possession of 
his tenant to abate it ; hut this reason ceases with 
the end of the term, and that, too, whether the let­ 
ting was from year to year or mouth to month. 
H hen a landlord may lawfully enter to abate a nui­ 
sance he must enter and do it. 
It is upon this pr}n- 
«pie that where the owner of a building in a |>opu- 
lous city lets a part of it,or wh**re it contains several 
tenements which he lets to different tenants, but 
retains a general supervision or control over the 
whole, he, as well a.*» the tenant who created the 
nuisance, is liable. 
In such case he has a right to 
enter an I abate the nuisance,and therefore he must 
d > it. (Larue vs Karri n Hotel Company, 116 Mass , 
67 ; Kirby vs. BoyljRon Market Association, 14 Gray, 
249; 
The King vs. Pcdlty, 1 
Ad. 
and 
KI , 
822.) 
In this case of 
The 
King 
vs. 
Ped- 
ley, 
the nuisance arose 
from 
the 
neglect 
to cleanse privies and cesspools erected for the com­ 
mon use and benefit of the tenauts who occupied 
s e r ra te tenements on the same premises. 
The 
landlord was indicted ad convicted, and Littledale, 
J ., in bis decision said: “ If there were only a 


tenancy from year to year, or any short period, and 
the landlord chose to renew the tenancy after the 
tenant had erected the nuisance, that would make 
the landlord (liable. 
He is no to let the land with 
the nuisance upon it. 
Here the periods are short, 
go that there has been a re-letting; and that has 
taken place after the user of the buildings (the 
privies and cesspools) had created the nuisance. 
This is, therefore, a case in w hich the reversioner is 
liable." W hat is here said by Littledale, J., is af­ 
firmed by Creswell, J., in the leading case of Rich 
vs. Bo*terfiel (4 Conn. Bench, 804). 
4. The tenant in possession of premises is always I 
liable for a nuisance thereon; but before the land­ 
lord can be convicted of creating or maintaining a 
nuisance it must be proved that the nuisance existed 
at the time he let the premises, or that it w as cre­ 
ated by his tenants or other person during the time, 
and that he renewed the lease or granted a lease to 
the same or other person with the nuisance thereon; 
or that he created the nuisance himself, or that he 
retained a general supervision and control over the 
premises. 
To determine whether he retained super­ 
vision and control the character sf the lease is 
always material and should be shown by the prose­ 
cution. The right to euter for the purpose of re­ 
pairs and to abate a nuisance is the criterion by 
which the liab lity of the landlord is determined. 
The judgmeut in this case must be reversed and the 
action dismissed. 
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THE 
“ MATERIALIZATION" MATTER. 


A Reply to the Charges of Fraud. 
[From the San Francisco Call, December 14th.) 
E ditor Morning Call; 
In your issue of 
November ¿3d 
you 
published a letter 
signed “ Ju nius,” the w iiter of which as­ 
serts th at he possesses “ evidence” demon­ 
strating th at I have been “ imposed upon 
most w ickedly ” in regard to the alleged 
spirit m aterializations referred to in my 
communications to M ind and M atter, the 
substance of 
which 
you 
reproduced. 
“ J u n iu s ” Bays he has the confession of “ a 
young lady ” of San Francisco, to the ef­ 
fect th at she several times personated my 
daughter, and the confessions of others, 
probably equally respectable impostors, to 
the effect th at they personated the de­ 
ceased friends of parties not named. 
He 
says th at “ if it were not th at her (the 
medium’s) case is before the Courts, and 
th at it is undesirable, if not absolutely in­ 
decorous, th at it should be tried by the 
papers in advance,” he would a t once give 
you his alleged evidence for publication. 
T ruly, much virtue is in an “ if.” 
Yet I 
do not understand the “ Ju n iu s” view of 
indecorum in the premises. 
To my mind, 
nothing could be more indecorous than his 
anonymous and disingenuous attem pt to 
prejudice the case by pretending the pos­ 
session of evidence which he takes care to 
w ithhold, while at the same tim e he en­ 
deavors to derive from it all the weight 
which dem onstrated facts could carry. 
Lest I should be accused of rebuking my 
own fault in another, however, perm it me 
to say here th at I am really guiltless of 
any attem pt to settle the case by news­ 
paper trial. 
I left Sac Francisco on 
the 21 of October. 
The trial of the case 
referred to was then set for the 16th of 
October. 
I did not write to M ind and 
M atter until the 25th of October, and 
then I supposed th at the trial had been 
held and th at the case was at an end. Rut 
“ Ju n iu s” has no such excuse. 
Knowing 
that the case is still pending, he takes ad­ 
vantage of your liberality to make, under 
this thin pretext of a desire to expose im ­ 
posters, an attack upon the medium which 
is too vague and formless to be repelled 
specifically, yet which is calculated to pre­ 
judice the minds of that large m ajority who 
are always ready to accept hearsay testi­ 
mony. In regard to the nature of his state­ 
ment, 1 am led to doubt w hether “ J u ­ 
nius ” knows w hat evidence is. 
In the 
tirst place he seems to think that an anony­ 
mous accusation is a reputable method of 
attack. 
But, in fact, his anonymity prima 
facie impeaches his honesty. In the second 
place he declares his conviction th at I have 
been deceived, because some persons (whose 
very confession of such practices would 
prove them to be dishonest, and therefore 
utterly untrustw orthy, and capable of any 
meanness or falsehood) have told him that 
they personated spirits. 
He appears to 
have some affidavits to this effect, and these 
he seems to look upon as conclusive evi­ 
dence. 
Now every lawyer knows th at this 
kind of statem ent is, as a rule, unreliable, 
and th at things are habitually set down in 
them which the affiants would be very re­ 
luctant to swear to in open Court, with the 
penitentiary looming in the background. 
In the present case I, for one, am strongly 
disposed to believe th at all the affidavits 
referred to are perjured statem ents, and if, 
as “ Junius ” asserts, a “ young la d y ” has 
declared th a t Bhe personated my daughter, 
I have not the least doubt th at this 
“ young lady ” has told a very unladylike 
falsehood. 
One of my grounds of assur­

the persons who have given him his al­ 
leged evidence have been cross-examined 
in ( ourt ; when they have dem onstrated 
their titnees to be received as witnesses at 
all ; when they have encountered the risks 
attending perjury in support of the state­ 
m ents they are now trying to get before 
the public in this skulking anonymous 
fashion, it will be tim e enough for self-re­ 
specting and intelligent men and women to 
form a judgm ent as to where the fraud lies. 
In the meantime I will only add th at I 
do not ask you to publish this for my sake. 
It is quite unim portant to me w hat is 
thought of my ability to judge of facts by 
those whose own incapacity their loose and 
flabby conclusions sufficiently 
indicate.
